The Jungfrau railway In Switzer- 
land bristles with Interest for a dis- 
cerning mind, unci now at the height 
ot the Swiss season hundreds of tour- 
ists are able to enjoy heroic mountain 
scenery amidst the peaks of the Alps 
which were Impossible before the 
Jungfrau was opened Just a year ago. 
The new station at Elsmeer. 10,000 
feet above sea-level, Is able to boast 
the highest railroad station In Europe 
and the highest tunnel station In the 
world. 

The projoctor of this remarkable 
mountain tunnel and railway, Herr 
Ouyer-Zeller, of Zurich, was not an 
engineer, but • financier. The story 
goes that he was strolling down the 
mountain path that leads from the 
Bcbilthonl to Murren, and that In 
course of It. with the Jungfrau stead- 
ily In front of him, the Inspiration 
came to scale It with a railway. Sev- 
eral years elapsed before the bold Idea 
took a concrete shape. All sorts of 
objections and scruples were raised. 
Herr Zeller had first to satisfy the 
Swiss authorities that no evil conse- 
quences would ensue to passencurs by 
being carried 0.000 feet upwards In a

The dimensions of the tunnel are 
14 feet in height by 12 feet In breadth. 
The first section of the line, to Elgei 
gletscher, was opened for traffic In the 
summer of 1898, a year after com- 
mencement; the fourth, from Elger- 
wand to Elsmeer, In August, 190S; and 
It Is now anticipated the whole line 
will be finished about 1910. Then, and 
not till then, the once inaccessible 
summit, that was trodden by human 
foot for the first time (n 1811 (and the 
feat was repeated only four times In 
about half a century), will be rendered 
accessible to every man, woman and 
child with 45 francs to spend. More- 
over, travellers will be able to say 
that they have "walked up;" for be- 
tween the luuer and outer cylinders of 
the lift shaft a corkscrew stairway Is 
to be fitted.

Whereas, it is deemed desirable 
and to the best interest, as well as a 
great convenience to a large number 
of citizens of Hopkinsville, Ky., that 
a street be opened up connecting 
North Main street, Therefore, 

Be it ordained by the Board of 
Council of the city of Hopkinsville,

in Dalton Bros', field, thence S. 80J 
E. 70 feet to Means' and Dalton's 
line, thence same course continued 
S. 80J E. 1570 feet to the west edge 
of North Main, thence S. with west 
edge of said North Main street 40 
feet to the beginning; Be, and the 
same is hereby ordered and declared 
opened and established as a public 
way of the City of Hopkinsville, for 
the use and benefit of the general 
public as a street, by the City of 
Hopkinsville.

way of said street condemned for 
street purposes as aforesaid.

THE NEW THEATRE. 



Circulars Sent Out Calling 
For Stock Subscriptions, 

The new theater question is still 
being agitated and the erection of 
a $40,000 house of amusement may 
be the outcome of the first discus- 
sion, which was held at Hotel La- 
tham some weeks since.

In itscircular the committee points 
out the great need of a modern the 
atre which will be the cause of only 
first-class amusements coming here, 
and calls upon the citizens to make 
known how much they will subscribe. 
From the amounts pledged on the 
night of the first conference the 
committee thinks the new play- 
house is almost a certainty. 



Condition of Growing Crops, 
Prospects, Etc. 

The month of September was very 
unfavorable for the preparation of 
ground for sowing wheat and oats, 
and other fall work is retarded. 
Heavy and continuous rains have de- 
layed the cutting of corn, as also in- 
juring its quality, causing it to rot 
to some extent. Tobacco has suffer- 
ed from excessive moisture, and 
much of it which was housed has 
been damaged by house-burning, 
while that remaining on the scaf- 
olds, or still uncut, reports indicate 
a poor quality and considerable los3 
in weight. In the Burley District 
the estimated yield compared to 1905 
is 90 per cent., while the estimate of 
that housed to Oct. 1 is 77 per cent, 
of the crop. In the Dark Tobacco 
District the estimate of yield com- 
pared with 1905 is 80 per cent., and 
the figures show that the amount 
housed is 79 per cent, of the crop. 
The yield of corn over the entire 
State as compared with last year is 
very gratifying, being 107 per cent., 
but some of it will be inferior quali- 
ty on account of lack of sunshine, 
Reports indicate that the acreage of 
ground prepared for wheat compar- 
ed with 1905 is only 85 per cent. 
With favorable weather from now 
on there is time enough to increase 
the sowing of this crop materially. 

Fall pastures are the best known 
for years, and all stock is in good 
condition. Very little disease is re- 
ported among animals except in one 
or two counties, where there is some 
complaint of hog cholera. Mules 
are bringing fancy prices. Sheep in 
good demand. Hogs are scarce. 

There is a general complaint of a 
dearth of labor and high wages. Ir 
some localities it is almost impossi- 
ble to obtain good hands at any 
price. 

Christian County. 
Corn crop fine, but cutting has 
progressed slowly on account of fre- 
quent rains. Considerable wheat 
has been sown on ground plowed ear- 
ly. Some nice patches of alfalfa 
this county looking splendid.

A 
crowd collected, but there was no 
one on the scene with courage to at- 
tempt a rescue. Combs, who has a 
blacksmith shop fiOO yards from the 
vault, saw that something was 
wrong, and, though lame, ran to 
the vault. Winded and weary from 
his exertion, he looked down and 
»aw the prostrate form of Godson. 
Without hesitating he dropped 
through the manhole Three times 
he lifted the limp body before it was 
grasped by those above. Combs 
then fainted and was pulled out. 

Combs is quoted as saying he 
saved Godson's life because he ad- 
mired a "hard fighter."
